Rich,  K9GDF,  has  asked  me  to  write 
about  zoning  ordinances  and  other  laws 
which  affect  Ham  Radio  antennas.  This 
makes  me  nervous,  because  every  ordi¬ 
nance  and  every  zoning  board  -  and 
every  antenna  installation  -  is  dif¬ 
ferent,  and  there  isn't  any  advice  that 
will  work  in  every  situation.  There  are 
some  precautions,  however,  that  may 
help  you  avoid  problems  before  they 
develop.  % 

If  you're  going  to  be  moving,  LOOK 
BEFORE  YOU  BUY  -  and  I  don't  mean  check 
out  the  site  with  a  topo  map  and  a 
mobile  receiver  (although  that's  impor¬ 
tant  ,  too. ) 

You  should  take  a  look  at  the  ap¬ 
plicable  zoning  ordinance,  check  the 
deed  for  any  covenants  or  restrictions, 
and,  most  important,  ask  around  tD  see 
what  experiences  the  local  Hams  have 
had  with  their  installations. 

Zoning  ordinances  aren't  the  easiest 
things  in  the  world  to  read,  but  there 
are"  generally  two  types  of  provisions 
you  should  look  for. 

First,  many  ordinances  have  specific 
references  to  antennas.  Some  apply  only 
to  commercial  installations,  while 
others  don't  distinguish  between  a  500 


foot  broadcast  .niil  a  tri hander  at 
30  feet. 

Second,  most,  if  not  all,  ordinances 

have  provisions  regarding  “accessory 
structures"  (or  something  similar)  in 
residential  zones.  Such  provisions  of¬ 
ten  incorporate  height  limitations 
(usually  of  30  feet  or  so),  and  sone 
zoning  agencies  interpret  those  limita¬ 
tions  to  apply  to  antennas  and  towers, 
although  you  can  make  a  good  argument 
that  they  shouldn't  be  so  interpreted. 

If  the  ordinance  does  have  pro¬ 
visions  which  look  as  though  they  might 
affect  your  proposed  installation,  you 
have  a  touchy  choice  to  make. 

If  you  ask  the  zoning  officials 
whether  a  questionable  provision  ap¬ 
plies  to  Ham  towers,  you  may  give  them 
an  idea  they  hadn't  had  before,  and 
cause  problems  not  only  for  yourself, 
but  for  other  Hams  as  well. 

On  the  other  hand,  they  say  ignor¬ 
ance  of  the  law  is  no  excuse,  and  if 
the  zoning  agency  fu;s  interpreted  the 
ordinance  against  cu,  it's  a  good  idea 
to  know  about  it  "ore  putting  the 
tower  up. 

The  locals  shoe',  be  able  to  tell 
you  whether  anyone  has  had  a  run-in 
with  the  zoning  agency.  There's  more  to 
this  than  simply  knowing  about  problems 
so  you  car.  live  somewhere  olse,  h  0  w  - 
pver .

If  there’s  a  provision  that  arguably  : 
restricts  antennas,  but  it  has  never 
been  enforced  and  .there  are.. -  numerous 
towers  installed. in  violation,  as  a 
practical  matter,  it  may  be  ve.ry  hard 
for  ■  the  agency  to  begin,  enforcement 
now.  If  you’re  the  gambling  sort,  you 
might  be  OK  in, this  situation. 

If  the  ordinance  explicitly.  re¬ 
stricts  Ham  antennas,  or  has  a  ques¬ 
tionable  provision  that  has  been  en¬ 
forced  against  Hams,  your  choices  are 
to  live  with,  the  restrictions,  live 
somewhere  else,  or  fight  it. 

As  a  practical  matter,  the  first  two 
choices  are  probably  the  best,  unless 
you  can  organize  the  support  of  both 
Hams  and  neighbors.  Zoning  battles  are 
lengthy  and  expensive,  and  there’s  no 
guarantee  you’ll  win. 

If  you  do  get  into  a  battle,,  your 
chances  will  improve  remarkably  if  you 
have  the  support  not  only  of  all  the 
other  Hams,  but  of  some  of  the  "real 
people"  who  have  to  live  with  your 
eyesore,  as  well.  Faced  with  unanimous 
opposition  from  the  neighbors,  it's 
going  to  be  very  difficult  to  convince

Many  deeds,  particularly  in  subdi¬ 
visions  and  planned  communities,  con¬ 
tain  restrictive  covenants  and  condi¬ 
tions.  If  you  buy  property  subject  to 
such  conditions,  you  are  contractually 
bound  to  them  and  there  is  very  little 
chance  of  breaking  the  contract  -  in 
many  instances,  the  seller,  even  if  he 
wanted  to,  couldn’t  waive  the  restric¬ 
tions  because  he  agreed  with  his  seller 
to  include  them  in  any  future  deed. 

It  is  not  unheard  of  (particularly 
in  the. west)  for  antenna  restrictions 
to  be  included  in  the  covenants.  So, 
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ASK  ABOUT  RESTRICTIVE  COVENANTS  BEFORE 
YOU  MAKE  AN  OFFER  TO. PURCHASE. 

Now  that  you're  sure  you  can.,  legally, 
put  a  tower  up*  there  are  a  few  more 
points  to  watch.  Make  sure  the  instal¬ 
lation  meets  local  building  code  re¬ 
quirements,  and  obtain  a  building  per¬ 
mit,  if  one  is  required.  If  a  zoning, 
permit  is  required,  make  sure  you  have 
it,  too.  Should  there  be  an  accident, 
your  homeowners  insurance  m.ay  not  cover 
the  damages  and/or  liability,  if  you 
didn't  get  the  necssary  permits. 

Speaking  of  insurance,  it's  a  good 
idea  to  to  tell  your  insurance  agent 
that  you're  putting  up  a  tower  and 
whether  it  is  attached  to  the  house. 
Ask  him  if  you're  covered,  and  if  be 
says  no,  tell  him  that  you  want  both 
liability  and  property  coverage.  If 
there's  any  question  later,  it's  impor¬ 
tant  to  be  able  to  show  that  the  agent 
knew  what  you  put  up  and  that  you  wan¬ 
ted  it  covered,  and  agreed  to  get  cov¬ 
erage  for  you. 

The  hints  I've  just  given  can't 
guarantee  that  the  legal  side  of  your 
antenna  installation  will  go  as  smooth¬ 
ly  as  the  mechanical  one,  but  checking 
into  these  areas  before  you  buy  and 
build  can  make  you  aware  of  problems 
lurking  in  the  shadows.  Forewarned,  you 
can  be  forearmed.

The 
other  resolution  pertains  to  the  rights 
of  citizens  to  erect  and  .maintain 
television  recei ve-onl y  (TVRG)  .  satel¬ 
lite  dishes.  The  Amateur  Radio  resolu-

tion  will  send  a  clear  message  to  the 
FCC  that  favorable  action  on  FRB-1  (the 
League's  request  for  federal  preemption 
of  restrictive  local,  antenna  ordi¬ 
nances)  would  meet  with  the  approval’  of 
the  U.S.  Senate.
